DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in Condition for Allowance in response to applicants Request for 
Continued Examination filed 4/14/2009. Claims 2, 7 and 13-17 are cancelled. Claims 1, 3-5, 6, 
8-12 and 18-19 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 6, 8-12 and 18-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record teaches a transformable toy with the claimed combinations including a toy doll riding 
on an auto bicycle transformable to a toy robot having assemblies of the auto bicycle mounted on 
the upper body portion of said doll, said assemblies including three assemblies with such 
combinations as a plurality of frames, fuel tank, sitting portion, and handle among other claimed 
features of each of the independent claims.
